Heed 
Public 


Gerald McLindon, a private planner 
who has worked with the Market Street 
Development Project in San Francisco 
for more than three years, gave San 
Francisco a verbal spanking at this 
farewell luncheon last week. 
His critical comments could well ap­ 
ply in many respects to city and county 
planning in Marin. 
McLindon lamented the lack of pub­ 
lic participation in planning. “ This 
city should establish a strong, well- 
versed citizens advisory council," he 
said. He called for creation of a new 
organization to speak in a unified 
voice for the downtown community. 
At 
present, said 
McLindon. 
too 
many splinter groups are working at 
cross purposes, needling each other on 
some small item about which t her e 
should have been little or no contro­ 
versy. 
“ City planners wait until their plans 
almost reach fruition, and then ask the 
public to react. The only reaction they 
can have is to take sides, for or against. 
“ They dissipate 
t h e i r energies 
fighting battles, rather than use them 
creating plans . . 
McLindon cited the perennial free­ 
way fights as one example of how San 
Franciscans take sides and dissipate 
energies. 
“ I'm convinced there is no other city 
in the United States that spends as 
much on planning as San Francisco, 
and gets as little for it.' he concluded. 
We sometimes suspect that Marin 
would give San Francisco a close race 
in that respect, what with all the plans.

revised plans and up-dated plans that 
gather dust in Marin files. 
McLindon referred to Ferry Park, 
a proposed urban open space at the 
foot of Market Street, as a symbol of 
disorganization in San Francisco plan­ 
ning. Ferry Park was planned about 
10 years ago, and money set aside, but 
it has been stalled by lack of coordina­ 
tion. In the meantime, a double-decker 
Fmbarcadero Freeway has cluttered 
up the area. 
A similar situation can develop at 
Marin's old courthouse square in San 
Rafael. Various plans for the future 
use of the courthouse square have 
been kicked back and forth, but theie 
the matter rests. 
The problem with many planners is 
that they want to climb into some 
ivory tower isolated from the needs 
and desires of the community and 
periodically 
hand 
down 
completed 
schemes which lack support from the 
public. 
It is possible that public participa­ 
tion could get out of hand. A planning 
effort that attempts to cater to every 
suggestion made from the floor of a 
public meeting may suffer from lack 
ol coordination and may never get off 
the ground. 


However, there should be some 
middle approach where planners can 
invite an expression of public desire 
through a “ well-versed citizens advis­ 
ory council" before the plans are froz­ 
en and handed down to the public with 
a take-it-or-leave-it ultimatum. 


These are second nestings. Either 
the first nesting went awry, as was 
probably the case with the quail, or 
I he fledglings from their first nesting 
are already grown, as we have observ­ 
ed in our jays and towhces.

SAN FRANCISCO—The evi­ 
dence in this part of the coun­ 
try is that President Johnson 
is consolidating public support 
behind the V i e t Nam war. 
The dangers that internal dis­ 
sension in the U.S. might force 
the Administration to pull back 
or will continue to seriously 
mislead North Viet Nani are 
dearly passing. 
The California Poll, for ex­ 
ample. shows a six-point in­ 
crease in support ol the Presi­ 
dent and there are several rea­ 
sons which suggest that this 
upward trend has not reached 
its peak: 
1. There is. I find, a grow ­ 
ing awareness that, both mili­ 
tarily and politically, the de­ 
fense of South Viet Nam is go­ 
ing well, that the Viet Cong 
can’t win. 
There is a rise of 
public confidence that we can. 


2. MOST PEO PLE now ap­ 
pear to be accepting the view 
that only increasing military 
pressure can shorten the war 
and bring Hanoi to the confer­ 
ence table and, therefore, wel­ 
come the more vigorous meas­ 
ures now in progress. 
3. By bombing the oil stor­ 
age installations near Hanoi 
and Haiphong, the U. S. is fit­ 
ting its actions to its words. 
While these actions do not 
pl e a s e hard-core dissenters, 
they do the one thing most 
needed to win maximum sup­ 
port for the President's course 
They remove all doubt as to 
our commitment to do what­ 
ever is necessary to halt the 
aggression. 
This very removal of doubt 
about 
U. 
S. 
determination 
seems to me to be doing more 
than anything else to reduce 
public dissatisfaction and con­ 
solidate- the President's sup­ 
port 
The net effect of all these 
factors is that dissent, while 


still vocal and visible in th§ 
usual places, is being con­ 
tained. 
Its power to win any 
wide public acceptance is de­ 
clining. It is no longer any se­ 
rious threat to the freedom of 
action by the Administration. 


OBVIOUSLY this does not 
mean 
that 
Americans 
any­ 
where in the country are hap­ 
py about the war. They aren't. 
Just the opposite. There are 
anxieties and fears and hard­ 
ships and nobody likes them. 
They explain in large part 
why Sen. Robert Kennedy - 
who can make speeches about 
Viet Nam without havings to 
make the decisions—runs a lit­ 
tle ahead of the President in a 
California Poll showing that in 
this state both would defeat 
any Republican opponent. Nix­ 
on, Reagan or Romney, if a 
Presidential election were held 
today. 
Unless there is a successful 
end to the fighting in Viet Nam 
before November or a decisive 
turn of events as would make 
such an outcome visibly as­ 
sured. 1 see no likelilhood that 
Viet Nam can help Adminis­ 
tration Democrats in the elec­ 
tions this fall. Almost any po­ 
litical fallout from the war will 
help the Republicans. The best 
the Administration can expect 
is that the issue will be large­ 
ly nullified by the stronger and 
well-received course of action 
by the President. 
This will 
leave the Congressional cam­ 
paign to be fought mainly'on 
domestic and local issues. 
On the basis of the preacht 
outlook, the indications are 
that the Republicans will make 
appreciable net gains in the 
House—enough to force the 
Johnson administration to gfxe 
more heed to Republican views 
- and the GOP may well add 
three to six governorships to 
their present total of 17

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Securities Control 
Reform Requested 


NEW YORK - The head of 
California’s Securities Regula­ 
tory Agency called for reforms 
in state regulations of securities 
for greater investor protection 
and flexibility for the business­ 
man. 


Jerald S. Schutzbank, commis­ 
sioner of corporations of the 
State of California, said here 
today that the regulations of 
securities by any state or federal 
agency ‘‘must not be a deterrent 
which strangles the flow of cap­ 
ital. but rather — not unlike 
California's approach—an elimi­ 
nation of unfair practices which 
Arise in the securities industry. 
“ Market confidence is thus at­ 
tained,’’ Schutzbank said, “ and 
the movement of capital is un­ 
restrained.’’ 


He is in New York visiting in­ 
formally with mutual funds and 
investment banking groups. 
Schutzbank said that “ there 
was nothing wrong with securi­ 
ties regulations which seek out 
investment issues that are “ fair, 


just and equitable.” 


He added that approximately 
25 per cent of the revenues of 
national offering are obtained 
by California and that the mu­ 
tual fund industry sells 26 per 
cent of its offerings in that state. 
New York, the second largest in 
handling mutual guilds sales, 
handles only 13 per cent. 


Schutzbank pointed out that 
California is second only to New 
York in generating public share 
trading volume, that California 
became the number one share­ 
owner state in the nation in 1965 
with more than 2.5 million resi­ 
dents owning shares in public 
corporations. 


The commissioner said that 
California often sets the pace 
for securities regulatory prac­ 
tices.

Lunar Night 
Again Falls 
On Surveyor 


PASADENA (AP) — Surveyor 
I, America’s camera spacecraft 
on the moon, is engulfed in its 
second lunar night, its future 
uncertain, but its past a tri­ 
umph. 
Surveyor may be electronical­ 
ly dead, but scientists at Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory are not 
certain. 
They will wait three 
weeks before writing an official 
end for the craft, which sent 
II,150 pictures back from the 
moon. 
The 820-pound Surveyor was 
the first of a seven-shot series 
that exceeded the fondest hopes 
for success. 
It made the first successful 
soft landing on the moon June 1, 
briskly photographed itself be­ 
fore focusing on its surround­ 
ings, survived the 260-degree 
temperature of the lunar day 
and endured its first 14-day lu­ 
nar night at minus-260 degrees 
to send a second series of pic­ 
tures. 
Wednesday, the sun set on the 
moon, and Surveyor again went 
into the lunar night, its battery 
weakened. 
Scientists 
say 
there 
is 
a 
chance that power from the sun 
could revive the spacecraft once 
again.

FIRST TIME 
W ed never done anything 
like this before.” Jennings ex­ 
plains, “ and we’U never forget 
it.” The trip started with a flight 
to Boise. Idaho, where the chal­ 
lenged little group was to pick 
up two guides. 


Only problem," J e n n i n g s 
notes, “ was one of the guides 


didn’t show up and we took 
along a ranch hand instead.” 


As it turned out the ranch 
hand had never sailed in a rub­ 
ber boat before, especially in 
rapids 
“ He would get scared 
every time he saw a rock,” Jen­ 
nings continued, “ and he hit 
every rock he saw. It made 
things interesting.” Jennings ex­ 
plained that early each day the 
six members of the expedition 
would cut cards to see who got 
to ride with the ranch hand that 
day and “ have a thrill.” 


FEASTED ON TROUT 
The rubber boats, laden with 
35 pounds of provisions and two 
changes of clothing lor each 
man.

miles of rapids at an average 
speed of 15 miles an hour. The 
six travelers slept each night on 
a convenient river bank and 
feasted on 62 trout they caught 
during the trip 


“ Everything 
is 
fly - in 
up 
there.” Jennings said, speaking 
for the group. “ You’re really out 
of touch.” He noted that the 
party had no idea Sen. Kennedy 
was on the river one day ahead 


of them until they saw a picture 
of him in a Boise newspaper in 
a rubber boat. “The rubber boat 
caught our eyes,” Jennings ex­ 
plains. Farwell Jr., who is a 
Harvard graduate, was a class­ 
mate of the late President John 
P, Kennedy 


MORE PERILS 
Having finished the 100 miles 
of water-way adventure, more 
excitement was in store for the 
group on land. Because a truck 
which was supposed to meet the 
group at the end ot the trip to 
return them to civilization failed 
to arrive, their capable guide 
hired a youth to drive the group 
back to Salmon, Idaho. “ Final­ 
ly.” Jennings recalls, “ we had 
to abandon the kid—either that 
or die; hr was taking corners on 
little cliffs at 40-60 miles per 
hour and on the side of the road 
it was straight down.”

But truly adventurous spirits 
cannot be held down. “ It was a 
wondcrtul trip.” Jennings said, 
“and we didn't see a newspaper 
or hear a radio tor a week. We 
all hated to leave.” 
Next year, the same group ol 
hardies plans to forge the rugged 
Illinois River rapids in southern 
Oregon. The trip will take five 
days and cover 45 miles of rapids 
and waterfalls. Sound like the 
ideal way to spend part of that 
prized two-weeks of yours?

The California Robin Hoods 
will be out in the woods again 
tomorrow. 
A special 16-day early arc hery 
season on deer opens tomorrow, 
affording archers a chance to 
test their skills against the wily 
deer without the added diffi­ 
culty of having to compete with 
the game-scattering noise ot 
rifle fire. 
The special season ends July 
31. 
Deer hunters of the bow and 
arrow variety have often been 
derided because their percen­ 
tage of kills is about as high 
as a Dodger batting average. 
But for the past two years, 
the number of kills by archers 
has gone up. So has the number 
of archers. In 1964 , 32,200 bow­ 


men killed 346 deer. Last year. 
25.500 archers nabbed 334 deer. 
T/Sgt. Richard H. Fisher, a 
weapons instructor at Hamilton 
Air Force Base, has bagged 14 
deer with his bow and arrows 
since 1950. 
This year, about 200 Marin 
County bowmen are expected to 
take to the hunting areas. 
John Perry of Novato will be 
one of them. He prefers a bow 
to a rifle any day. 
“ I love it,” he said. ‘‘It's more 
difficult and more challenging. 
When I started using my bow, 
I got rid of my rifle.” 
Sgt. Fisher feels the same 
way. 
“ I haven't been rifle hunting 
for years,” he said. “ Too dan­ 
gerous.” 
The special deer season will

have a bag limit of two bucks, 
forked horned or better. Arch­ 
ers are required to have a bow 
that can cast a legal arrow up 
to at least 130 yards. The ar­ 
rows must have a broadhead 
blade of more than 7/8 inches 
width. Explosive arrowheads are 
illegal. 
The early season extends from 
Mendocino, Lake and Colusa 
counties in Northern California 
to Ventura County in the south. 
Marin County Warden A1 Gid- 
dings said that Marin hunters 
can hunt anywhere in Marin 
County ecept in areas that are 
designated as game refuges. 
Inland areas will have a 10-day 
hunt in September. 
Archers can use their deer 
tags to hunt in the regular sea­ 
son, if they can put up with the 


rifle toters. 
One of the built-in problems 
of hunting with a bow is that 
bowmen don't get enough prac­ 
tice with live targets on the 
move. 
Stationary targets, according 
to Jack Nichle, game manager 
for the State Department of Fish 
and Game, offer no real test 
when it comes to actually shoot­ 
ing at deer. 
The principle, he says, is the 
same as the Army’s known dis­ 
tance ranges as opposed to it’s 
field firing ranges, which give 
a firer practice in target and 
range detection. 
This lack of practice has been 
pointed out as a key factor in 
the fewer kills by bowmen. 
Hit or no, they’ll be out there 
i tomorrow.
